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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  an  annual  report  for 
the  year  1949?  whioh  has  been  prepared  in  accordance-  with 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2/50.  Under  the  same  cover 
will  be  found  the  annual  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector. 


So  far  as  the  public  health  is  concerned,  the 
year  has  been  satisfactory,  though  there  has  been  a rise  in 
the  crude  death-rate  and  in  the  infant  mortality  rate. 
Scarlet  fever  was  more  prevalent  than  for  some  time.  For 
the  second  year  in  succession'  no  case  of  diphtheria  was 
notified. 


The  position  with  regard  to  housing  has  improved 
somewhat,  and  the  Chart  Downs  estate  has  given  relief  to 
many  who  were  in  desperate  need  of  rehousing.  On  the 
other  hand  many  houses  unsuitable  for  sharing  are  still 
occupied  by  two  or  more  families  Yi/ith  detrimental  effects 
to  the  physical  and  mental  health  of  the  occupants. 
Moreover,  further  deterioration  has  occurred  in  many  old 
cottages  whose  replacement  still  seems  far  off.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  note  therefore  that  it  has  been  possible 
to  rehouse  the  occupants  of  some  worn-out  properties  in 
Dene  Street. 

Help  has  been  given  me  in  many  ways  from  the 
other  departments  of  the  Council's  service.  The  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  has  continued  to  exercise,  in  his  quiet 
and  unassuming  way,  a very  efficient  administration  of 
those  matters  for  which  he  is  responsible. 

I have  received,  as  usual,  every  courtesy  and 
encouragement  from  the  Council,  for  which  I thank  them.

In  examining  these  figures j it  should  be  noted  that 
the  totals  involved  are  small,  and  therefore  slight  variations 
may  have  an  exaggerated  effect  on  the  annual  rates.  Caution 
is  therefore  required  in  using  them  for  purposes  of  comparison 
from  year  to  year. 

The  total  number  of  births  accredited  to  the  district 
was  three  hundred  and  thirty,  being  twelve  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  Compared  with  1948  the  total  of  legitimate 
births  is  seven  less,  and  of  illegitimate  births  nineteen 
more.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  is 
largely  due  to  the  existence,  in  the  town  of  a hostel  for 
unmarried  mothers,  most  of  whom  spend  a short  time  in  Dorking 
before  and  after  their  confinements.  The  address  of  the 
hostel  is  given  as  the  place  of  domicile  at  the  time  of  the 
registration  of  the  births,  which  are  thereupon  assigned  to 
this  district. 

The  crude  death  rate  at  14.9  per  1,000  population 
showed  a rise  of  3*8  on  the  previous  year  and  was  3.2 
higher  than  the  figure  of  11.7  for  England  and  Wales.  One 
reason  for  this  is  that  a higher  proportion  of  the  district’s 
population  is  in  the  higher  age  group  than  would  be  found 
in  the  national  figure,  with  consequent  increased 
expectation  of  death.  An  area  comparability  factor  (0.85) 
has  been  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General,  and  the  effect 
of  applying  this  to  the  local  death  rate  for  purpose  of 
comparison  is  to  reduce  it  to  12.6.  This  factor  permits 
a true  comparison  to  be  made,  by  smoothing  out  estimated 
differences  caused  by  variations  in  the  age  and  sex 
constitution  of  the  population  under  reviev/.  The  diseases 
which  caused  the  greatest  increases  were  cancer  and  degenerative 
conditions  of  the  heart  and  lungs,  conditions  particularly 
affecting  elderly  persons. 

There  was  also  a rise  in  the  infant  mortality  rate, 
v/hich,  for  the  first  time  since  the  present  series  of 
statistics  was  commenced  in  1931?  was  higher  than  the 
fignre  for  England  and  Wales.  Twelve  infants  died  before 
reaching  the  age  of  one  year,  giving  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  36.4  per  1,000  live  births,  compared  with  seven 
deaths  and  a rate  of  22  in  the  previous  year.  Five  of 
these  deaths  were  associated  with  prematurity,  two  with 
congenital  malformation,  and  one  with  injury  at  birth, 
conditions  which  in  the  present  state  of  medical  knowledge 
are  either  not  preventable  or  for  which  the  means  of 
successful  treatment  are  not  yet  available.  One  infant 
death  was  due  to  accidental  asphyxiation,  a danger  which 
exists  in  various  forms  for  every  child  too  young  to  have 
developed  the  strength  to  free  itself  from  entangling  bed 
clothes  or  smothering  pillows,  or  able  to  extricate  itself 
from  the  noose  of  string  or  leather  which  so  easily  forms 
round  the  neck.  Maternal  knowledge,  care  and  forethought 
are  the  only  agencies  which  can  prevent  such  deaths.  Two 
infants  died  from  acute  infection  of  the  respiratory  tract, 
and  one  from  gastro-enteritis . Whether  the  onset  of  the 
fatal  illnesses  in  these  particular  cases  could  have  been 
prevented  is  not  known,  but  their  occurrence  is  a reminder 
of  the  risks  to  which  infants  are  exposed  in  contracting 
infections.  Every  care  should  be  taken  at  all  times  to 
reduce  unnecessary  exposure  to  infection,  to  isolate  the 
infant  from  infected  persons  as  far  as  possible,  and  in  the 
case  of  the  artificially  fed  baby,  to  excercise  the 
greatest  care  in  the  arrangements  connected  with  the 
preparation  and  giving  of  its  food.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  TH5  AR3:A 

Laboratories  available  to  medical  practitioners 
are  situated  at  the  East  Surrey  Hospital,  Redhill,  and 
St.  John's  Hospital,  Redhill.  Examinations  of  specimens 
in  connection  -with  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  infectious 
diseases  can  be  referred  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of 
the  Medical  Research  Council  situated  at  Uest  Hill  House,  Epsom. 

The  provision  of  services  relating  to  the  care  of 
mothers  and  young  children, 'midwifery,  health  visiting,  hone 
nursing,  immunisation  and  vaccination,  ambulance  and  domestic 
help  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  as 
local  health  authority.  Day  to  day  administration  is  carried 
on  by  the  Southern  Divisional  Health  Sub-Committee  with  offices 
in  the  Borough  of  Reigate. 

Hospital  accommodation,  including  those  for 
infectious  diseases,  is  now  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 


It  will  be  recalled  that  hospital  accommodation  for 
cases  of  infectious  disease  in  the  area  has  beep  under  review 
since  1934,  the  Surrey  County  Council  having  been  the 
co-ordinating  authority.  Three  hospitals  7;ere  involved,  one 
of  medium  size  in  the  Borough 'of  Reigate,  one  in  the  Godstone 
Rural  District,  and  one  administered  by  the  Dorking  Urban 
District  Council,  both  the  latter  being  of  small  size  and  out 
of  date  construction.  It  was  generally  agreed  that  unification 
of  these  hospitals  was  desirable,  and  that  ultimately  modern 
accommodation  sufficient  for  the  whole  area  should  be  provided 
in  the  Borough  of  Reigate,  either  on  the  site  of  the  existing 
isolation  hospital  or  as  a new  block  in  the  grounds  of  the 
Redhill  County  Hospital.  The  latter  course  was  the 
recommendation  made  in  the  report  of  a national  survey  of 
hospitals  carried  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  recently 
as  1945 • 

A reorganisation  of  quite  a different  character  has 
been  decided  on  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  Redhill 
Hospital,  the  largest  and  most  usefully  constructed  of  the  three 
under  discussion,  is  to  be  closed  to  local  patients,  and  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  London  Hospital  for  Tropical  Diseases  for 
use  in  accommodating  cases  of  leprosy.  The  hospitals  at 
Bletchingley  and  Westcott  remain  for  local  use,  providing  a total 
of  sixty-seven  beds.  Both  these  hospitals  are  planned  in  such  a 
way  that  most  of  their  beds  are  in  large  wards,  which  can  be  used 
for  one  infectious  disease  only  at  a time.  The  scope  of  these 
hospitals  is  therefore  smaller  than  would  be  suggested  by  their 
bed  capacity.  Accommodation  for  infectious  diseases  has  also 
been  reduced  drastically  in  the  neighbouring  hospital  group  to 
the  north,  and  is  remote  to  the  south. 

The  new  policy  has  been  dictated  by  the  need  to 
provide  beds  for  other  categories  of  patients,  and  demands 
sympathy.  The  effect  of  it,  however,  is  to  leave  the  south- 
eastern section  of  the  county  with  its  large  and  increasing 
population,  poorly  equipped  to  deal  with  infectious  diseases 
should  they  occur  in  outbreaks  of  any  size  and  variety.  At 
such  times  the  result  must  be  either  that  patients,  in  most 
cases  children,  will  be  transported  to  distant  hospitals,  or 
that  they  will  be  kept  at  home  by  parents  unwilling  to  allow 
them  to  be  taken  so  far.  The  Council  have  protested  without 
effect  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.

VATER 


There  are  two  companies  which  undertake  the  supply 
of  water  to  the  district.  Mickleham,  Box  Hill  and 
Brockham  are  supplied  by  the  East  Surrey  Y^ater  Company, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  area  by  the  Dorking  "^ater  Company. 

The  bulk  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  East  Surrey 
Water  Company  is  obtained  from  borings  into  chalk  at 
Purley,  Kenley  and  Leatherhead.  Before  distribution  it 
is  softened  by  the  addition  of  lime,  and  chlorinated  and 
dechlorinated  after  an  adequate  period  of  contact.  The 
methods  of  purification  in  use  are  adequate  to  deal  with 
any  possible  pollution  which  might  occur. 

The  Dorking  Water  Company  obtains  its  water  from  a 
series  of  fifteen  wells  situated  a little  to  the  south 
of  the  Pippbrook  stream  shortly  before  it  reaches  the 
western  outskirts  of  Dorking.  The  boreholes  extend  to 
a depth  of  130  feet  into  the  Folkestone  beds,  from  which 
the  water  is  siphoned  to  a reservoir  situated  at  the  works. 
After  chlorination  it  is  pumped  into  covered  service 
reservoirs . 

The  district  is  fortunate  in  the  adequacy  of  its 
water  supplies. 

Reports  on  thirteen  samples  of  the  Dorking  7/ater 
Company’s  supply  were  received,  all  of  which  were 
satisfactory. 

As  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company  also  supplies 
other  local  authorities'  areas,  a system  of  sampling  on 
a ''rota”  is  in  being,  so  arranged  that  a sample  of  the 
supply  is  taken  at  weekly  intervals  throughout  the  year. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  following  figures,  the  great 
majority  of  houses  are  provided  with  a piped  water  supply 
delivered  internally s-

As  reported  previously,  there  are  several  camp 
sites  in  the  district  where,  owing  to  the  housing  shortage, 
temporary  structures  are  being  permanently  occupied.  The 
water  supply  in  all  these  cases  is  from  the  mains,  delivered 
through  standpipes  situated  at  various  distances  from  the 
dwellings. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  collection  continued  on  n v/eekly  basis 
in  the  town  area,  and  fortnightly  in  the  outlying  villages. 

Disposal  continued  to  be  partly  by  incineration  at 
the  Council's  destructor,  the  remainder  being  dealt  with  by 
tioping  at  abandoned  sevmge  works  at  Uestcott  and  ITorth 
Holmwood.  Complaint  by  a resident  was  made  regarding  a 
smoke  nuisance  from  an  uncontrolled  fire  at  the  Uolmv/ood  tip. 
The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Council’s  Bngineer  and 
Surveyor,  who  gave  instructions  for  the  necessary  work  to  be 
carried  out  for  the  complete  extinction  of  the  fire. 


DR/i INAGE  AND  SB^^rSRAGB 

There  are  two  sewage  disposal  works  within  the 
area,  situated  at  Pixham  Lane  and  dt  Brockham.  The  Pixham 
Lane  works  deal  with  sewage  from  Dorking,  Mickleham  and 
V/estcott,  and  consist  of  settling  tanks,  filters  and  humus 
tanks,  the  effluent  being  discharged  into  the  River  Mole. 
Sludge  is  disposed  of  on  the  lower  slopes  of  Box  Hill,  to 
which  it  is  forced  by  compressed  air  through  pipes  from 
the  works.  As  a result  of  adverse  reports  from  the  Thames 
Conservancy  Board  on  samples  of  the  effluent  discharged  to 
the  River  Mole,  the  Council  instructed  the  Surveyor  to 
prepare  plans  and  estimates  for  the  necessary  works  to 
improve  the  effluent  to  comply  with  the  Thames  Conservancy 
requirements  and  the  Council,  in  September,  approved  the 
proposals  he  submitted. 

The  Brockham  works  deal  with  sewage  from  Brockham, 
North  Holmwood,  and  adjacent  points  of  the  Dorking  and  Horley 
Rural  District-.  They  consist  of  detritus  tanks,  settling 
tanks,  percolating  filters  and  humus  tanks,  the  effluent 
being  discharged  into  the  River  Mole. 

The  effluent  from  these  works  has  also  been  found 
to  be  below  standard,  and  it  is  proposed  that  when  the 
preparation  of  the  scheme  for  filter  extensions  at  Pixham 
Lane  Outfall  Works  has  been  completed  and  approved,  the 
Surveyor  should  proceed  with  the  preparation  of  a scheme  for 
the  Brockham  Works. 

Box  Hill  is  the  only  inhabited  area  of  any  size 
which  is  not  sewered,  the  majority  of  the  p)roperties  draining 
to  cesspools.  The  growth  in  the  size  of  the  population 
occupying  the  camping  sites  on  the  hill  has  produced  a serious 
problem,  particularly  as  a considerable  proportion  of  the 
caravans  and  huts  are  permanently  inhabited.  The  matter  is 
receiving  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Council  in 
association  with  the  Town  Planning  Department  of  the  Surrey 
County  Council. 


CAMP  SITES  AND  MOVEABLE  DWELL INCtS 

Sites  in  respect  of  which  licences  were  issued 
by  the  Local  Authority  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  authorising  their  use  for  moveable  dwellings, 
numbered  thirteen.

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HOUSING 


The  year's  statistics  in  connection  with  housing 
are  set  out  below. 

The  need  for  a return  to  routine  house  to  house 
inspections  with  a view  to  the  service  of  notices  and  any 
necessary  subsequent  action  is  becoming  increasingly  obvious . 
The  present  method  of  dealing  mainly  with  matters  arising  on 
complaint  cannot  be  deemed  more  than  patchings  •-  a costly 
yet  not  very  effective  way  of  tackling  the  problem.  It  is 
true  that  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  served  very  detailed 
and  comprehensive  notices 9 but  unfortunately9  owing  to  the 
continuing  shortage  of  certain  materials,  this  cannot  be 
done  on  an  extensive  scale. 

The  premises  mentioned  in  item  lllD  below 
consisted  of  a basement  flat.  The  owner  gave  an 
underta.king  not  to  re-let  until  repairs  had  been  carried 
out  to  the  Council’s  satisfaction. 


In  my  Annual  Report  for  1947?  1 reported  on  eight 
houses  which  were  being  dealt  with  as  dangerous  buildings 
under  Sections  75  to  78?  Towns  Improvement _ Clauses  Act, 1547? 
as  incorporated  in  Section  I60  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 1575* 
The  occupants  were  removed  in  due  course  to  other ^ suitable 
accommodation,  and  the  houses  were  demolished  during  1949*

I have 

noted  that 

there  is 

a steady  yearly  increase  in, the  number  of  cases  abated.  This 
is  due,  without  doubt,  to  the  transfer  of  the  applicants 
living  in  overcrov/ded  conditions  to  the  increasing  flow  of 
Council  houses.  It  may  be  that  many  others  have  found  suitable 
accommodation  themselves,  but  at  present  it  is  impossible  to 
give  any  figures  to  confirm  such  a supposition. 

■ REHOUSING 

During  the  year  ninety-four  new  Council  houses  were 
completed  and  occupied.  This  makes  a total,  to  the  end  of 
1949?  of  one  hundred  and  seventy.  Twelve  houses  were  erected 
by  private  enterprise.  At  the  end  of  the  year  fifty-one 
families  were  still  housed  in  requisitioned  and  converted 
premises.  Of  the  twenty-eight  ex-army  huts  formerly  reported 
t?/enty-seven  were  still  occupied,  one  having  been  demolished 
owing  to  its  defective  condition. 

5.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

MILK  SUPPLY 

No  changes  were  reported  up  to  the  30th  September , 1949? 
when  County  District  Councils  relinquished  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  their  duties  in  connection  with  the 
inspection  of  cowsheds  and  the  registration  of  cowkeepers. 

On  the  same  date  the  Surrey  County  Council  ceased  to  be 
the  licensing  authority  in  respect  of  producers  of  "Tuberculin 
Tested"  and  "Accredited"  milk,  and  this  duty  also  was 
transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

During  the  nine  months  when  the  County  Sampling  Officers  were 
sampling  the  designated  supplies  at  source,  eight  reports  were 
unsatisfactory  and  were  followed  up  by  the  County  Officials. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  wa-s  not  reported. 

On  the  1st  October,  1949?  'the  Surrey  County  Council 
became  the  licensing  authority  in  respect  of  establishments 
producing  "Pasteurised"  and  "Sterilised"  milk,  except  in  those 
districts  v/hich  are  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  authorities.  By 
agreement  with  the  district  councils  concerned,  the  County 
Council  arranged  that  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  these  districts 
should  act  as  their  agents  for  the  purposes  of  inspection  and 
recommendations  for  licensing.

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Milk  Supply  (contd.) 


There  is  no  licensed  pasteurising  plant  in  this 
district,  although  a modern  plant  is  in  course  of  construction. 
Pasteurised  milk  supplies  are  available  from  four  sources 
outside  the  boundaries,  and  two  shops  sell  Sterilised  milk 
delivered  from  the  London  area.

All  the  unsatisfactory  reports  on  the  Pasteurised 
and  Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteurised)  milks  v/ere  notified  to 
the  districts  where  the  milk  was  produced  so  that 
investigations  could  be  made.  Most  of  the  failures  on  the 
methylene  blue  reductase  test  could  be  attributed  to  the 
hot  weather  of  the  summer  months. 

The  sample  which  had  an  unsatisfactory  result  on 
the  phosphatase  test  was  a 1/3  pint  bottle  taken  from  a 
school  supply.  Enquiries  revealed  that  as  the  delivery  to 
the  retailer  was  in  bulk,  there  v/ere  several  possibilities  of 
error.  The  retailer  was  advised  that  he  should  obtain  the 
milk  ready  bottled.  The  Divisional  Education  Office  was 
informed.

It  v/ill  be 
noted  that  the  system  of  provisional  grading,  based  on  the 
result  of  the  methylene  blue  reductase  test,  still  operates. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 


The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector's  Report  contains 
a list  of  the  premises  connected  with  food,  together  with 
details  of  action  taken  under  Section  13  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938. 

In  general,  it  may  be  said  that  routine  visits  by 
the  inspectors,  who  take  the  opportunity  of  emphasising  the 
need  of  hygienic  conditions  while  talking  to  managers  and 
staff,  have  a good  effect.  Where  this  educational  method  has 
not  produced  results,  notices  of  contravention  have  been 
served,  and  where  failure  has  still  resulted,  the  Council  have 
supported  their  officers  in  authorising  legal  proceedings. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  suggested  to  the 
Committee  that  lectures  should  be  given  to  food  handlers  so 
as  to  make  them  fully  aware  of  their  responsibilities  and 
of  the  care  needed,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  he  received 
authority  to  circularise  the  food  traders  in  the  district  to 
find  out  7/hat  support  would  be  given  to  a series  of  lectures 
on  food  hygiene. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  a manufacturer  of 
ice-cream  in  the  district  not  only  has  frequent  chemical  and 
bacteriological  samples  taken  privately  in  addition  to  our 
sampling,  but  also  arranged  for  all  his  staff  to  be  medically 
examined . 
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ADULTERAT ION  OF  FOOD 


The  County  Council  is  the  administrative 
authority  for  the  sections  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  dealing 
with  adulteration.  Information  has  been  received  that 
during  the  year  seventy  nine  samples  were  taken  in  this 
district  for  chemical  analysis,  and  that  during  the  same 
period  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  five  samples  were  taken 
within  the  administrative  area  of  the  County. 

Of  those  taken  in  this  district  fifty-one 
were  of  milk,  four  of  sausages,  and  three  each  of  cider, 
meat,  and  spirits.  The  remainder  comprised  miscellaneous 
articles  of  foodstuff. 

Two  samples  of  milk,  two  of  sausages,  one 
of  cooking  fat  and  one  of  cooked  meat  were  found  to  be  below 
standard.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  a firm 
selling  adulterated  sausages  and  a conviction  was  obtained. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AM)  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Table  IV  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  notified  during  1949si  classified  according  to  age 
and  sex,  together  with  the  number  of  patients  removed  to 
hospital,  and  the  number  of  deaths,  if  any,  from  the  various 
diseases . 

SMALLPOX  - No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  during 
the  year. 

VACCINATION  - During  the  year  notifications  were 
received  from  general  practitioners  that  they  had  performed 
sixty-four  primary  vaccinations  and  twenty-five  revaccinations 
against  smallpox.  Included  in  these  are  fifty-eight 
vaccinations  performed  on  children  before  they  had  reached 
the  age  of  one  year,  equivalent  to  approximately  18%  of  the 
number  of  births  taking  place  during  the  year. 

SCARLET  FEVER  - Fifty  notifications  of  scarlet  fever 
were  received  during  the  year,  a considerable  increase  on 
the  total  of  eight  notifications  in  the  previous  year.  The 
majority  of  the  cases  occurred  during  the  months  of  November 
and  December,  and  the  outbreak  showed  no  signs  of  abating  by 
the  end  of  the  year.  Tv/enty-eight  cases  were  admitted  to 
hospitals  for  treatment,  and  the  remainder  vyere  nursed  at 
home.  The  notification  rate  per  thousand  population  was 
2.55  compared  with  I.63  for  England  and  Wales.  The  illness 
was  in  most  instances  of  a mild  type. 

DIPHTHERIA  - For  the  second  year  in  succession  no 
cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  notified  in  the  district. 

The  notification  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.04. 

DIPHTHERIA  DvEvIUNISATION  - Notifications  were  received 
during  the  year  from  clinics  and  general  practitioners  that 
two  hundred  and  thirty- three  children  received  primary 
treatment  and  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  received 
reinforcing  doses

Of  the  total  number  of  children  receiving  primary  diphtheria 
immunisation  treatment,  one  hundred  and  three  completed 
treatment  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year. 

Clinics  are  held  at  regular  intervals  at  the  County 
Council's  Welfare  Centres  at  Dene  Street,  Dorking,  and  at 
Welfare  Clinics  held  regularly  at  North  Holmwood,  Westcott, 
and  Boxhill.  Treatment  can  also  be  obtained  at  the  voluntary 
welfare  centres  operating  in  Brockham  and  Mickleham.  In 
conjunction  with  the  education  authority,  clinics  have  been 
organised  in  the  schools  for  pupils  requiring  treatment. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1949?  approximately  1,300 
children  under  the  age  of  five  years  and  2,430  over  five  ^ 
years  and  under  fifteen  years  of  age  had  received  treatment, 
percentages  respectively  for  each  age  group  of  65. 1 and  64*8 
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Active  immunisation  against  diphtheria  has  now  been 
in  operation  in  the  district  since  1935  and  can  claipi  a part 
in  the  reduction  of  the  incidence  and  mortality  rates  which 
have  occurred.  The  downward  tendency  of  these  rates  can  be 
seen  by  referring  to  Table  V.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
risk  of  an  untreated  child  contracting  diphtheria  is  four 
times  as  great  as  that  of  an  immunised  childj  and  that  the 
risk  of  death  is  nearly  thirty  times  as  great. 

Reports  from  abroad  and  from  some  districts  in  this 
country  claim  to  show  an  association  between  the  onset  of 
the  paralytic  symptons  of  acute  anterior  poliomyelitis  and 
immunisationj  ii  the  latter  has  been  performed  within  the 
previous  thirty  days.  It  is  known  that  during  epidemics 
of  poliomyelitis  the  virus  is  v/idespread?  and  that  many 
people  carry  it  without  developing  any  paralytic  symptons. 

It  is  suggested  that  when  recent  immunisation  has  taken 
place  in  a subject  already  carrying  the  virus  of  poliomyelitiSy 
the  risk  of  such  a person  developing  paralytic  symptons  is 
enhanced,  and  that  there  is  an  increased  possibility  of  the 
limb  used  for  the  injection  becoming  the  site  of  the  paralysis. 
Ihe  matter  is  still  under  review.  In  the  meantime,  should 
the  virus  of  poliomyelitis  become  widespread  in  the  locality, 
the  advice  would  be  given  to  temporarily  suspend  all  forms 
of  immunisation. 


PUERPERAL  PYREXIA  - Seven  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia 
were  received  during  the  year,  all  from  the  maternity  section 
of  the  Dorking  County  Hospital.  The  notification  rate  for 
puerperal  pyrexia  was  20.89  compared  with  6.31  for  England 
and  Wales,  and  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  high  local  rate  is 
the  fact  that  the  hospital  admits  patients  from  a considerable 
area  outside  the  urban  district.  Three  of  the  patients 
notified  were  normally  resident  outside  the  Dorking  Urban 
district . 

OPHTHALMIA  HBONATORIB/I  - During  the  year  five 
notifications  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  received  from 
the  Dorking  County  Hospital.  The  mothers  of  all  the 
children  concerned  resided  outside  the  Dorking  Urban  District. 

TUBERCULOSIS  - Twenty-four  names  were  added  to  the 
tuberculosis  register  during  the  year.  They  include 
seventeen  of  persons  already  domiciled  in  the  district  and 
seven  of  persons  ¥;ho  came  to  live  here  from  other  areas  in 
which  they  had  already  been  notified.  Eighteen  of  the 
notifications  related  to  the  pulmonary  form  of  -the  disease 
nnd  six  to  the  non-pulmonary . 

Four  deaths  occurred  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
representing  an  annual  death  rate  of  0.20  per  1,000  population. 
Ihere  were  no  deaths  from  the  non-pulmonary  form  of  the 
disease.  The  total  tuberculosis  death  rate  of  0.20 
compared  favourably  with  the  rate  of  0.45  for  England  and  7/ales 

An  analysis  into  types  of  disease,  sex  and  age  groups 
of  the  new  additions  to  the  register  is  to  be  found  in  Table  VI 
^s  usual  the  greatest  incidence  fell  on  persons  aged  between 
twenty  and  forty-five  years. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  tuberculosis  register 
contained  the  names  of  sixty-three  men  and  forty-five  women 
who  a,t  some  time  in  their  lives  have  been  notified  as

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  herewith  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
your  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year  1949* 

As  before,  the  majority  of  the  work  done  under  the 
Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts,  resulted  from  complaints 
received.  During  the  hot  dry  summer  there  was  a lull  in 
the  complaints  about  dampness,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year 
houses  affected  by  this  trouble  were  being  brought  to  our 
notice  in  ever  increasing  numbers. 

The  visits  paid  in  connection  with  ’’pointing”  of 
housing  applicants  numbered  almost  a hundred  more  than 
last  year  - an  indication  that  the  demand  for  Council  houses 
has  in  no  way  diminished.  On  the  other  hand,  the  conditions 
under  which  many  of  the  applicants  are  now  living  could  be 
such  improved,  and  their  need  of  accommodation  lessened,  if 
byelaws  under  Section  6 of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  could  be 
put  into  operation  - a fact  recognised  by  the  Committee  and 
the  Council.  Unfortunately,  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  reply 
to  the  Council’s  request  on  this  point  vi/as  to  the  effect 
that  the  Minister  was  not  yet  prepared  to  approve  byelaws 
under  Section  6 with  respect  to  houses  occupied  by  persons 
of  the  working  classes  or  occupied  by  members  of  more  than 
one  family. 

The  food  premises  in  the  town  continued  to  receive 
periodic  visits,  and  maintained  what  I have  previously 
described  as  a reasonably  high  standard.  In  one  case, 
however,  it  was  necessary  to  institute  proceedings. 

The  details  of  the  year’s  work  are  set  out  on  the 
following  pages, ^and  are  in  effect  a summary  of  the  reports 
presented  month  by  month  to  the  Housing  Committee.  My 
Vnanks  are  again  due  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  that 
Committee,  to  Dr.  Ive  and  to  my  colleagues  for  the  help 
and  co-operation  I have  received.

In  addition,  10%  of  the  sewer  manholes  in  the  district 
were  test  baited,  and  two  treatments  carried  out  at  all 
manholes  in  a section  which  was  found  to  be  infested*.
